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PREFACE 


The  series  of  Public  Record  Office  Lists  and  Indexes,  originally  published  by 
Her  Majesty’s  Stationery  Office  between  1892  and  1936  and  now  reprinted 
by  Kraus  Reprint  Corporation,  constitutes  only  a very  small  (though  im- 
portant) part  of  the  means  of  reference  to  the  national  archives  of  England. 
Many  volumes  in  the  printed  series  are  continued  or  amplified  in  compilations 
which  have  hitherto  been  available  only  in  typed  or  manuscript  copies  on  the 
shelves  of  the  Record  Office’s  search  rooms.  A number  of  these  compilations 
have  been  selected  for  reproduction  and  issue  by  the  Kraus  Reprint  Corpora- 
tion in  this  Supplementary  Series  of  Public  Record  Office  Lists  and  Indexes. 

The  class  of  records  known  as  Warrants  for  Issues  consists  of  original  in- 
struments conveying  authority  for  payments  out  of  the  royal  Exchequer.  The 
objects  of  this  official  expenditure  being  broadly  those  reflected  in  the  class 
of  Exchequer  Accounts  Various,  the  present  Analytical  Index  to  the  Warrants 
for  Issues  supplements,  for  the  years  between  1399  and  1485,  the  contents 
of  the  printed  List  of  Exchequer  Accounts,  Various  (Lists  and  Indexes,  No. 
XXXV). 

The  principles  upon  which  the  Index  has  been  compiled  are  explained  in 
the  Introduction.  An  Appendix  shows  in  detail  how  the  information  in  the 
series  of  Indentures  of  War  (among  the  Accounts  Various)  can  he  supple- 
mented from  the  Warrants  for  Issues  of  the  period  embraced  by  this  volume. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  series  of  Warrants  for  Issues  (E.404)  among  the  records  of  the 
Exchequer  of  Receipt  extends  from  the  thirteenth  century  to  the  nineteenth, 
but  it  is  most  complete  and  valuable  for  the  period  1399-1485.  Only  a small 
proportion  of  the  warrants  sealed  before  1399  survives,  and  from  about  1450 
there  is  a marked  decline  in  the  number  of  warrants  belonging  to  each  year. 

The  warrants  consist  of  two  main  groups.  Most  numerous  are  the  warrants 
under  the  Great  Seal,  writs  issued  from  Chancery  to  instruct  the  treasurer 
and  enamberlains  of  the  Exchequer  to  pay  wages  for  the  current  half-year  to 
judges,  attorneys,  sergeants-at-arms  and  other  officers  holding  their 
appointments  by  letters  patent;  or  to  pay  the  half-yearly  portion  of  an 
annuity  at  the  Exchequer  granted  by  letters  patent.  The  number  of 
Chancery  warrants  falls  from  1440,  when  the  judges  and  other  law  officers 
came  to  receive  their  wages  from  the  Hanaper  of  Chancery1.  Acts  of  Resumption 
account  for  a reduction  after  1450  in  the  number  of  pensions  from  the 
Exchequer,  but,  in  fact,  fewer  grants  of  this  nature  were  being  made:  none 

of  his  successors  gave  as  many  annuities  at  the  Exchequer  as  did  Henry  IV. 

A change  in  administrative  practice  further  explains  the  small  quantity  of 
Chancery  warrants  for  issues  dating  from  the  second  half  of  the  period  here 
covered:  whereas  earlier  an  annuitant  obtained  a writ  for  payment  every  half- 

year,  latterly  it  appears  that  only  one  writ  was  issued  to  him,  soon  after 
the  pension  had  been  granted.  It  is  worth  noting  that  some  of  these  later 
grants  cannot  be  traced  in  the  Calendar  of  Patent  Rolls2. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  Chancery  warrants  are  the  writs  of  Privy  Seal, 
which,  a small  proportion  in  the  earlier  years  of  the  century,  tend 
eventually  to  outnumber  the  Chancery  writs.  The  Privy  Seal  warrants  order 
payments  of  a less  regular  character  - wages  for  particular  services,  such  as 
employment  on  embassies  or  in  military  operations,  the  repayment  of  loans  to 
the  Crown,  and  payment  of  royal  debts  for  supplies  of  all  kinds  and  for  work

done  on  the  king's  buildings.  A great  variety  of  subject  matter  is  to  be 
found  in  these  Privy  Seal  writs,  and  the  amount  of  detail  is  often 
considerable.  While  the  entries  on  the  Issue  Rolls  (E.403)  of  payments  in 
accordance  with  Chancery  writs  give  almost  as  full  particulars  as  the  writs 
themselves,  the  record  of  issues  pursuant  to  Privy  Seal  warrants  is 
comparatively  short.  The  Privy  Seal  writs  become  less  varied  and  less 
numerous  under  Edward  IV,  whose  development  of  the  Chamber  reduced  the 
revenues  of  the  Exchequer,  and  thus  the  demands  upon  it  for  casual  issues 
were  less  frequent.  A considerable  number  of  such  payments  were  still  made 
by  the  treasurer  or  by  the  tellers  of  the  Receipt,  who  later  obtained  from 
the  Privy  Seal  Office  lengthy  warrants  addressed  to  the  treasurer  and 
chamberlains,  or  warrants  with  schedules,  listing  the  various  issues,  to 
give  retrospective  authority  for  this  expenditure1.  At  the  close  of  the 
Yorkist  period,  however,  and  later,  the  surviving  Privy  Seal  warrants  consist 
largely  of  instructions  to  issue  tallies  of  reward  to  the  sheriffs  of  the 
various  counties,  and  to  make  assignments  of  forfeited  bonds. 

While  the  warrants  have  advantages  over  the  Issue  Rolls  both  in 
informativeness  and  in  being  more  easy  to  handle,  they  must  be  regarded  as 
complementary  for  the  purposes  of  research.  The  roll  does  show  whether  a 
payment  was  arranged  in  pursuance  to  a warrant:  this  often  took  place  soon 

after  the  warrant  was  sealed,  but  some  payees  had  to  wait  longer,  and  might 
receive  only  partial  payment  or,  rarely,  no  payment  at  all.  A warrant  does 
not  survive  for  every  issue  on  the  rolls,  and  loss,  rather  than 
administrative  slackness,  must  account  for  this  deficiency,  for  the 
Exchequer  would  not  make  an  issue  without  a warrant  under  the  Great  or  Privy 
Seal2.  For  the  first  fifty  years  of  this  period,  however,  the  great  number 
of  surviving  warrants  gives  an  impression  of  near-completeness,  as  do  the 
long  runs  of  references  to  Chancery  writs  for  wages  and  pensions,  often  only 
broken  by  the  stop  of  annuities  in  1404  and  under  Henry  V.

The  history  of  the  warrants  indicates  when  some  loss  by  destruction  may 
have  taken  place.  They  were  in  the  official  keeping  of  the  clerk  of  the 
Pells  until  1719,  when  they  were  accidentally  removed.  Exactly  one  hundred 
years  earlier,  following  the  fire  at  the  palace  of  Whitehall,  the  records  of 
the  medieval  Privy  Seal  Office  had  been  brought  to  the  clerk  of  the  Pells, 
probably  from  the  State  Paper  Office,  for  their  greater  safety.  These 
records  consisted  of  the  warrants  and  memoranda  of  the  Privy  Seal  Office 
dating  from  1386  and  its  series  of  indentures  for  military  service.  In 
1719,  it  was  pointed  out  to  a committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  enquiring  into 
the  preservation  of  the  Public  Records,  that  there  were  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  Pells  a number  of  records  which  apparently  did  not  properly 
belong  there.  John  Anstis,  Garter  King  of  Arms,  was  instructed  to  remove 
these  intruding  records  and  "methodise"  them.  The  first  part  of  this 
commission  was  performed  with  excessive  zeal,  for  Anstis  removed  the  Warrants 
for  Issues  as  well  as  the  Privy  Seal  records,  but  then  he  left  them  in  bags 
at  his  house  in  Mortlake.  There  they  remained  until  eleven  years  after  his 
death  in  1744.  It  can  be  shown  that  a number  of  the  indentures  were  damaged 
by  damp,  and  that  others  disappeared,  during  their  sojourn  at  Mortlake,  and 
the  Exchequer  warrants  may  also  have  suffered  in  the  same  conditions. 
Eventually,  these  records  were  recovered  in  1770  and  brought  into  the  State 
Paper  Office.  Here  they  were  at  last  "methodised",  the  Warrants  for  Issues 
and  the  Privy  Seal  Office  warrants  and  memoranda  all  being  arranged  into  a 
single  chronological  series.  After  the  records  of  the  State  Paper  Office 
came  to  the  Public  Record  Office  in  1854,  this  arrangement  was  broken  down 
into  three  series:  the  Warrants  for  Issues;  the  Signet  warrants  for  the 

Privy  Seal  (P.S. 0. l);  and  the  miscellany  of  petitions  and  drafts  which  were, 
in  fact,  informal  warrants  for  the  Privy  Seal,  now  preserved  among  the  records 
of  the  Treasury  of  the  Receipt  under  the  title  of  "Council  and  Privy  Seal" 
(E.28).  The  indentures,  which  had  been  kept  apart,  were  consigned  to  the 
Various  Accounts  section  of  the  Exchequer  K.R.  (E. 101,  boxes  68-74),  and 
similar  indentures  from  other  sources  were  added  to  them.

The  main  Index  of  Persons  and  Places  is  constructed  upon  a list  of  all 


those  persons  for  whom  the  warrants  order  payment.  The  basic  entry  is  the 


name  of  the  recipient,  such  description  of  his  status  or  office  as  the 


warrant  affords,  the  occasion  for  the  issue,  and  the  reference  to  the 


original.  Practically  all  the  Chancery  warrants  are  indexed  in  this  way1, 


but  many  of  the  Privy  Seals  require  more  complicated  treatment.  Where  more 


than  one  recipient  is  named  in  a warrant,  all  are  shown  with  the  first  named, 


together  with  the  occasion  and  the  reference;  the  other  payees  are  also 


indexed  separately  with  a cross-reference  to  the  first.  The  reason  for  a 


payment  might  be  detailed,  naming  other  persons  or  places;  these  also  are 


shown  in  the  index  with  a cross-reference  to  the  payee.  Ideally,  it  was 


intended,  by  this  system  of  semi-calendar  and  cross-reference,  that  a 


reference  to  a warrant  should  be  cited  once  only:  in  practice,  it  was  found 


that  some  warrants  named  so  many  payees  that  the  index  would  have  been  swollen 


by  repetition2;  or  the  details  of  the  reason  for  payment  were  too  full  to 


permit  this  treatment,  or  recurred  so  often  that  there  would  have  been  some 


amassing  of  cross-references  under  particular  names  and  places3.  When  the 


names  of  people  other  than  payees  have  not  been  given  in  the  summary  of  a 


warrant  against  a payee's  name,  they  appear  in  the  index  with  a very  brief 


note  of  the  circumstances  or,  if  there  is  no  such  note,  with  the  reference  to 


the  warrant  italicised.  Many  of  the  Privy  Seal  warrants  order  the  Exchequer 


to  make  payment  by  means  of  an  assignment  on  a particular  source  of  revenue: 


notices  of  assignments  are  given  under  the  source,  without  reference  to  the 


payee4.  The  Privy  Seal  warrants  which  summarise  some  of  the  contents  of 


indentures  for  military  service  are  listed  in  the  Appendix5,  which  has  its 


own  Introduction;  the  payees  in  these  warrants  are  shown  in  the  Index  of 


Persons  and  Places  with  the  reference  in  heavy  type. 

1.  Not  all  the  details  In  Chancery  warrants  are  given  when  this  information  also  appears  in  the 
Calendar  of  Patent  Rolls,  to  which  references  are  given. 

2.  e.g.  the  warrants  ordering  payments  of  wages  for  Household  officers  in  Henry  V’s  expedition  in  1415; 

or  the  teller's  bills  referred  to  in  footnote  l,  p.ii  above.  A few  warrants  name  large  numbers  of 

payees  for  a cause  which  cannot  be  summarised  in  a few  words:  in  such  cases,  the  first-named  payee 
is  indexed  with  the  cause,  and  the  others  are  indexed  separately  with  the  note  "as  for"  the 
first-named. 

3.  e.g.  the  many  notices  of  Household  debts  from  "the  time  of  Thomas  Tutbury"  - the  references  to 

Tutbury  are  shown  against  his  name  in  italics.  instead  of  giving  cross-references  to  ambassadors, 

etc.,  from  the  names  of  the  rulers  to  which  they  were  despatched,  direct  references  are  given  to 
the  warrants  under  the  names  of  rulers  (who  appear  under  countries)  under  the  head  "diplomatic 
relations  with".

5.  Original  indentures  not  referred  to  by  warrants  are  also  listed  in  this  appendix;  the  italicized 
names  in  part  1 of  the  appendix,  and  all  those  in  part  2,  do  not  appear  in  the  general  index  of 
persons  and  places. 


There  are  separate  indexes  for  the  kings  of  England  and  for  subjects. 

The  major  heads  under  each  king  are  "Chamber"  and  "Household",  for  the 
financial  aspects  of  these  offices1;  "creditors"  for  supplies  arranged  under 
groups  of  the  articles  or  provisions  concerned2;  "diplomacy",  "feudal 
incidents",  "loans",  "movements"  of  the  king  expressly  mentioned  in  warrants, 
given  in  chronological  order;  domestic  "officers",  including  those  of  the 
Household  and  Chamber;  "pensions"  granted  by  each  monarch  to  others  than 
domestic  officers3;  and  "rebels  and  traitors".  Offices  which  had  gone  out 
of  court  - Chancery,  Exchequer4,  the  Privy  Seal  Office  and  the  Great  Wardrobe 
- appear  in  the  Index  of  Subjects,  together  with  the  great  officers  of  state, 
Parliament,  the  king's  (or  Privy)  Council,  and  the  courts  of  common  law. 

The  embryonic  Signet  Office  is  also  here  although  the  secretary  is  shown  with 
the  king's  domestic  officers.  The  other  principal  headings  in  the  Index  of 
Subjects  are  "assignments"  of  revenues,  "castles",  "customs"  (on  exports, 
etc.),  "friars",  "graduates",  "heralds",  "ordnance",  "prices"  of  goods, 
"taxation",  "trades  and  professions",  and  the  king's  "works";  with  maritime 
references  divided  between  "naval"  (for  the  king's  ships)  and  "ships"  (for 
those  in  private  ownership). 

The  Index  does  not  give  the  place-dating  of  warrants  or  the  sums  of 
money  involved.  Its  purpose  is  to  give  enough  indication  of  the  content  to 
show  whether  the  originals  contain  information  relevant  to  a searcher's 
enquiry5.  The  references  provided  are  those  of  the  numbers  of  the  box  and 
piece;  with  the  number  of  the  part  of  the  box  inserted  in  the  case  of  boxes 
nos.  70-78.  The  writs  are  arranged  chronologically,  day  by  day; 

1.  Warrants  ordering  Issues  to  the  King  are  shown  under  "Chamber". 

2.  These,  generally,  are  only  articles  provided  for  the  personal  use  of  the  King  or  his  Household, 
and  other  purchases  must  be  traced  elsewhere,  e.g.  of  ships  under  "naval"  and  of  military  stores 
under  "ordnance",  both  In  the  Index  of  Subjects. 

3.  Domestic  officers  granted  pensions  are  Indicated  In  their  separate  list.  A small  number  of  the 
pensions  referred  to  were  not  payable  at  the  Exchequer  except  In  a single  Instance  when  it  was 
ordered  to  pay  the  arrears;  such  entries  In  the  Index  of  Persons  and  Places  Indicate  that  arrears 
were  being  paid. 

4.  A number  of  warrants  defying  classification  In  the  other  two  Indexes  are  shown  under  "treasurer 
and  chamberlains". 

5.  When  photographic  copies  are  ordered  by  post.  It  would  be  advisable  to  enquire  whether  the 
warrant.  If  a Privy  Seal,  bears  an  endorsement;  some  of  these  warrants  give  on  the  dorse  a 
summary  account,  which  In  the  case  of  an  ambassador,  for  Instance,  would  disclose  the  time  spent 
on  his  embassy  and  Journeys.

although  the  last  dozen  or  so  in  a box,  being  added  later,  do  not  conform 
to  this  order.  Each  box  or  part  of  a box  contains  only  the  writs  for  a 
single  year,  and  thus  this  part  of  the  reference  indicates  a warrants'  regnal 
year  of  origin.  While  this  index  was  being  prepared,  a considerable  number 
of  warrants  were  found  to  be  wrongly  placed,  and  these  have  been  moved  to 
the  appropriate  boxes  for  their  dates;  others  proved  to  be  drafts  of  Privy 
Seal  warrants  and  were  therefore  transferred  to  "Council  and  Privy  Seal". 

It  is  thus  likely  that  some  searchers  who  have  already  consulted  Warrants  for 
Issues  will  find  that  the  index  gives  new  references  for  warrants  which  they 
have  noticed.

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APPENDIX 


INDENTURES  OF  WAR 


The  series  of  "Indentures  of  War"  preserved  in  Exchequer,  Various 
Accounts,  is  notably  incomplete  as  a collection  of  contracts  between  the  king 
and  his  retainers  in  the  period  1399-1485,  but  it  can  be  supplemented  from 
Warrants  for  Issues.  It  was  usual  for  an  officer,  after  sealing  an  indenture 
with  the  king,  to  obtain  from  the  Privy  Seal  Office  a warrant  ordering 
payment  at  the  Exchequer1 in  accordance  with  certain  terms  of  the  contract; 
such  warrants  generally  give  the  nature  and  period  of  the  service,  the 
composition  of  the  officer’s  retinue  and  the  rates  of  pay,  and  sometimes  the 
date  of  the  indenture.  The  indenture  itself,  of  course,  includes  more  terms 
than  these,  such  as  provisions  for  disposing  of  "the  winnings  of  war",  and, 
in  the  case  of  commanders  of  castles,  rules  of  conduct  in  the  event  of  a 
siege. 

The  first  list  following  shows  those  warrants  which  rehearse  certain 
terms  of  indentures.  When  an  indenture  is  referred  to  in  more  than  one 
warrant,  only  the  first  warrant  is  cited.  If  the  original  indenture  is  known 
to  survive,  a reference  to  it  is  given  in  the  right-hand  column2.  When  an 
indenture  with  the  king  in  the  period  1399-1485  survives,  but  not  the  warrant, 
the  particulars  are  shown  in  this  list  in  italics.  For  the  sake  of 
completeness,  the  remaining  indentures  in  the  series  of  "Indentures  of  War", 
which  extends  over  the  period  1297-1527,  are  given  in  a second  list;  this 
includes  private  indentures  of  the  years  1399-1485.
